Tb« Swiftness of Action of Tkis Great 
Naval Battle. 

The world will see other sea fights, 
but never one like this, so close, so 
swift and with so much In It of the 
personal element. And what may be 
called the pace of the battle, the swift¬ 
ness with which Incident follows inci¬ 
dent, is almost without a parallel In 
the history of war. The first gun was 
tired at 12:15; ut 12:22, or only seven 
minutes after the French guns opened 
on him, Colliugwood, with the British 
ships nearest to him, was through the 
enemy's line. 

Only one brief minute later, or at 
12:23 by the log of the Eurynlns, Nel¬ 
son is 111 the light, and Is pouring his 
tlrst dreadful broadside Into the stern 
of VUleneuve's flagship. Two minutes 
later the French and Spanish topmasts 
begin to fall. At 1:32, or sixty-seven 
minutes ufter the tlrst gun was tired, 
Blackwood repjfcs ' the center and rear 
of euemy's Hue to be hunt pressed in 
action." The fate of the battle is prac¬ 
tically settled. Already some of the 
enemy's ships have struck. The swift 
moments run on. and llie pulses of the 
great light keep time w’.tli them. The 
advantage Is not all on one side. 

At 2:30, for example, or less than two 
hours from the moment when, a shape 
of majestic pride, the Itoyal Sovereign 
moved Into the zone of the enemy's 
Are, she lies a mast less and helpless 
hulk. She has done her work, but she 
has paid n terrible price for It. There 
is at this moment a flutter of flags on 
the masthead of the Victory, for Nel¬ 
son has n great captain’s watchful 
vision, and a frigate—It Is the Kuryalus 
—comes down with every Inch of can¬ 
vas set, groping her way through the 
smoke, to take the battered hull of the 
Itoyal Sovereign In tow, so that her 
broadsides—the mighty ship can still 
fight, though she cannot sail—bear upon 
the enemy's ships within her reach. 

This Is not a battle spread through 
days. It Is compressed ulmost Into 
minutes. The first shot was fired ut 
12:15; before 3 o'clock flag after flag 1 % 
going down; a great fleet Is crumbling 
Into ruin. By 6:30 o'clock all Is over.

November, 27th. 1905. 

Council met in special session, May o 
Lowry presiding. 

Members jpreeent—Councillors Meng, 
Simpson, Grnam, Kimmerlv, Williams. 

A communication was read from Tbe 
Pablio Library Board asking for balance of 
yearly grant. Laid on table. 

A communication was read from the 
young bachelors of tbe town asking for tbe 
use of tbe town hall on Thursday, Deo. 28, 
for tbe purpose of holding tbe annual 
Assembly. Laid on the table. 

A communication from Tbe Peterborough 
Times re Election forms was ordered filed. 

A communication from tbe K.E. Pringle 
Co., Montreal, re Aro Light Equipment 
askiDg acceptance of same was on motion 
placed in tbe hands of tbe Fire, Water and 
Light Committee. 

The clerk read a telegram from Alexand¬ 
er Bruce the town's counsel in Cartwright 
vs the town of Napaoee, stating that tbe 
action bad been dismissed without costs. 

A petition was presented by Edward 
Wilson, Chester Brown and others asking 
for an electric light on thecorner of Donald 
and Thomas streets. Petition was referred 
to the Fire, Water and Light Committee 
4) report. 

On motion, Mr. T. O. Carscallen was 
heard in reference to bis assessment, Mr. 
Carscallen claiming that his vacant lot was 
assessed twioe. Referred to Court of Di¬ 
vision. Mr. Carscallen to pay tbe same 
taxes as he paid last year, in the meantime 

Mr. Guess was heard in referenoe to his 
assessment which was also referred to the 
Court of Revision. 

Tbo Mayor presented the tax bill of Mrs. 
K. M. B&rtiett, showing that she had been 
charged a business tax when she was out 
of business also that she bad not been 
charged with her dog tax. 

Tbe Mayor reported in reference to the 
drain from Mr. Sam Wilson’s property on 
Thomas street stating that he bad cleaned 
tbe same but that on account of the small¬ 
ness of the tile the drain would soon till up 
again. On motion of Conooillors Graham 
and Meng tbe matter was left in the hands 
of tbe street Committee with power to act. 
Councillor Kimmerly reported in reference 
to some old boee at tbe fire ball. On 
motion tbe matter was left in the hands of 
tbe Fire, Water and Light Committee to 
sell the same for junk if they thought tbe 
hose was no good.

SUNKEN TREASURE. 

Lake Huron has long been known 
as the grave of the lumber bargo 
and sunken treasure.

It 
was here that tho City of Detroit 
sank with SCO,000 in money aboard 
her—a treasure that has not been rc 
covered. These same waters als) 
foam over the remains of the We.t^r 
Witch and the load of copper which 
sho was bringing down from tli 3 
Michigan mines.

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STRANGE EXPERIMENTS 

THE EFFECT QF TOBACCO OH 
THE HUMAN SYSTEM. 

You Orow Old by Fermentation- 
Bo verse Zt and Orow 
Young. 

The greatest riddle which faces men 
of science Is, ‘What is life?" Physi>- 
logy claims to have solved this 
mighty riddle at lost, and answers 
it by stating that life is a series of 
fermentations. After innumerable in¬ 
vestigations biologists have arrived 
at the conclusion that for every vital 
function there is a ferment. 

Mr. Croft Hall, an Englishman, has 
made an interesting discovery in this 
connection. He has shown that tiio 
destructive action of a ferment is ro- 
versible, given certain conditions. 
One ferment will break yp a certain 
substance, while another will rebuild 
it. 

Old age is brought about by the 
action of a series of destructive fer 
mentations. It is only necessary to 
bring into action a reversible series, 
and old age will be prevented. Per¬ 
petual youth will result from the an¬ 
tagonistic action of these rival fer¬ 
mentations. Advanced biologists 
hope it will be possible to manufac¬ 
ture life itself. 

This is the* most remarkable exper¬ 
iment of our times, and we may hear 
of its success before we are many 
years older. By the discovery of re¬ 
versibility in fermentation, it may 
be possible to turn a majestic oak 
into a small tree, and eventually into 
an acorn, while a full-grown man 
might be turned back into a youth, 
a boy, and finally a baby. 

A GROWN MAN AT FIFTEEN.

WETTEST PLACE IN WORLD. 

One of the Indian Provinces Gets 
Thirty-soven Feet of Rain. 

Tho wettest pluce in the world, ac¬ 
cording to the Russian Meteorologi¬ 
cal .Journal, as abstracted in the Re¬ 
vue Sclentiflque, is Cherrapunji, in 
tho Indian province of Assam. From 
1895 to 1903 the avoruge nnnuil 
rain-fall was 11.223 meters (ncar'y 
thirtv-soven feet). Next came the 
environs of Bombay, with 6.83 me¬ 
ters annually. But it should be not¬ 
ed that nt the stntion of Dehundseho, 
in Knmcrun, 10.151 meters (thirty- 
four feet) of rain fell annually, chief¬ 
ly in summer. The wettest year in 
Cherrapunji was 1‘1.789 meters 
(forty-eight feet) in 1851, and In 
Debundschu 3-1.133 meters (forty-six 
feet) in 1902. In the latter place 
there fell in the one day of Juno 
10, 1902, 156 millimeters (over 1} 
feet) of water—more than tho u:> 
nual average in the Parisian busii . 
Tho neighborhood of wurm seas m»<l 
high mountains Is the -principal cans*; 
of these extraordinary* precipitations. 
It may be expected that the exten¬ 
sion of meteorological observuli'-n 
will show *other /.ones of ruiufuJ 
more intense than hus been hither' >
